OYSTERS ARE NO LONGER 
LUXURIES 


I AST week, I w i * ii J t * r t I I,. > i\ lo 
men and women bad been e n ­ 
joying oysters, I think you could 
s a y —probably as long as 
people 
have lived on the short s of tho sea, 
an d at the' mouths of rivers. 
Arui in 
all those hundreds of thousands of 
j wars, the hu m an race has never 
grown tired of oysters; in fact, I 
expect we enjoy them more than 
ut cr. 
Now ordinarily 
we don ’t clos 
oysters with the chea p footle On 
the o th e r hand, except perhaps In 
certain limited sections of tin* conn 
try, oysters a re not so expensive 
sis to he classed among the luxuries 
On 
t h e average, th ey ’re 
ti good 
moderate-priced 
food 
and 
like 
most 
everything 
else, 
somewhat 
lower this year than th e y ’ve been 
for gome 
time. 
Aud 
th e r e ’s 
no 
waste to any oyster.

I wish you could have been with 
me iii 
an oy ster plant I visited 
early this week. Two long rows of 
men, 25 in each row, stood on a 
raised platform iii the middle of a 
big room. They wore ru b b e r boots, 
rubb er aprons, white coats, white 
caps. and peculiar he ivy gloves. 
They stood in front of a long liar 
row shelf or table about waist high. 


\ huge sloping bin above kept this 
table 
supplied 
with 
oyst ers—In 
their shells, of course. A man would 
pick up an oyster with one hand, 
hold it against an affair Like a chisel 
- c t upre lit in a wooden block be­ 
side him. bang off a part of tho edge 
of the shell with a queer-looking 
e\ -let* hammer, insert a knife In the 
opening, cut the muscle that holds 
tho top shell down, deftly slice the 
c aster out of tho lower shell, and 
drop it Into a perforated dipper. 
Tho men who use the hamm ers to 
open oysters are called “ bill knock 
ors." 
Well, the shelled oysters go Into 
a separ ate room, the packing room. 
as clean and sanitary as a milk 
plant.

Then through perforated pipes un­ 
der the tank air under pressure Is 
for< cd Into that water, nnd It bub­ 
bles violently. This stirs the oysters

T h re e minutes of this vigorous 
washing and tho oysters are run 
into a big metal tray on wheels. 
I*"rom Hint they are put Immediately 
Into cans or cardboard containers 
and rushed at once to tho big re­ 
frigerator a few feet awny. A short 
time later they are shipped out by 
fast freight iii refrigerator cars to 
all parts of tho country.
